The  music  of  this  Hymn  was  composed  by  John  B.  Dykes  as  he  walked 
through  the  strand,  one  of  the  busiest  thoroughfares  of  London;  in  strik¬ 
ing  contrast  to  that  under  which  the  words  were  written  by  Cardinal 
John  Henry  Newman.  On  June  16-  1833  Cardinal  Newman, was  ona  ship 
becalmed  in  the  Straits  of  Bonifacio  where  he  was  traveling  because  of 
impaired  health.  At  the  same  time  he  was  being  torn  by  the  current  of  spir¬ 
itual  unrest.
